Adams county’s peach trees, in pro­ 
portion to the total number inspect­ 
ed, were practically free of peaeh 
yellows this year, according 
to 
a 
summary of the year’s activities of 
the bureau of plant industry, state 
department 
of 
agriculture, in con­ 
trolling ami eradicating this discase. 
Of the 78,472 trees inspected in 
Bl orchards in Adams county, o n ly 
140 were found diseased ami were 
destroyed. 
In f’aimbcrland county 
where 51,343 trees were inspected, 
167 were found infected, and in Leb­ 
anon county, where 25,965 trees were 
inspected, 145 trees were found to be 
diseased. 
iM riiy s Trees 
Peach yellows is a disease which be­ 
comes most evident by the yellowing 
of the leaves of peach trees. 
It 
eventually results in the destruction 
of the trees. 
The disease was pres­ 
ent, in from eight to ten per cent of 
the peach trees in southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania before 1920. 
Control work, started in 1921, con­ 
sists of a careful inspection of peach 
trees ami the destruction of all trees 
which show any signs of the disease. 
During the past year a total of 802,- 
033 trees were inspected and of this 
number 1,846, or less than one-fourth 
of one aer cent, were marked as dis­ 
cased. 
When compared 
with pre­ 
vious years, the figures for the 1927 
season show the largest number of 
trees inspected and yet the smallest 
number of diseased trees since the 
work started seven years ago. 
The inspection work in 1927 was 
carried on in Adams, Berks, Bucks, 
Cumberland, Chester, Dauphin, Dela­ 
ware, Franklin, I^incaster, Lebanon, 
Lehigh, Montgomery and York coun­ 
ties.

Judging from the apparently plenti­ 
ful supply of eggs seen on the market 
this morning, the chickens are trying 
to express their thanks for having 
been saved from the axe, bpt on the 
market some of the farmers were ask­ 
ing 55 cents a dozen for pullet eggs 
while the larger ones were bringing 58 
and fib cents. At the stores the prices 
dropped however, owe firm paying the 
farmers 45 cents a dozen while at an­ 
other pace the price was quoted at 48 
cents. 
With butchering at its peak in the 
county the stands were filled with 
pork products, hams bringing 20 and 
25 cents a pound, tenderloin 40 cents, 
scrapple and pudding 15 and 20 cents 
a pound and about the same for sau­ 
sage. 
Apples were variable, prices rang­

bushe, and all offered were of excellent 
variety. Turnips brought 90 cents a

His sudden passing has 
awakened deep regret and sincere 
sorrow in the heaths of everyone. 
And w e ll it may because of the 
valuable service he rendered in 
our public schools 
as 
teacher, 
principal, supervising principal 
and athletic director, and because 
of the lasting impression he has 
made upon those w'hnse good for­ 
tune it was to know hint in that 
close personal fellowship which 
gave them insight into his rare 
and noble qualities. 
In a few. brief, earnest, faith­ 
ful years he has accomplished 
his mission. 
Nothing that I can 
say will help or harm him.

needs no eulogy from me. 
He 
has written his life in terms of 
service and those who came under 
his helping, 
stimulating 
touch 
know what that record is. 
He was a “born teacher.” He 
not only knew’ his subject, but 
had that rare ability of making 
his pupils want to know it. 
He 
not only imparted knowdedge, but 
awakened aspiration and determi­ 
nation. 
If at times he seemed 
rigid in discipline, it was because 
he believed that 
discipline 
of 
mind a n d character was not only 
desirable, but essential 
to the 
highest achievements of life. 
A college professor, not long 
since, in sneaking of his skill as 
a teacher said: “It is a real pleas­ 
ure to teach a student who has 
been under 
the training of this 
gifted teacher; he leaves the im­ 
press of the 
teacher 
stamped 
upon the mind of the pupil and 
this is creditable alike to both. 
As a coach of high school ath­ 
letic teams, Mr. Reynolds placed 
the Maroon and White in a posi­ 
tion where its gridiron, diamond 
and cage teams w-ere respected 
for their clean, clever playing, 
and their training.

Harrisburg, Nov. 26.—(A P)—Ulti­ 
mately Pennsylvania sportsmen with 
strong aversions to killing doe must 
swallow their pride, stand for a re­ 
versal of seasons in about half the 
state and help kill 
off 
the 
surplus 
females, Seth E. Gordon, conservation 
director of the Izaak Walton league 
of America, said today. 
He asserted 
that if anyone is to enjoy “special 
hunting privileges” the farmers and 
licensed sportsmen should have first 
chance. 
Reviewing the situation in Pennsyl­ 
vania’s surplus game 
problem, 
Mr. 
Gordon said that last spring the game 
commission estimated thf total doer 
herds at more than 1,000,000 animals 
and tentatively decided to open the 
entire state for one w'eek prior to the 
buck season for the killing of doe so 
as to reduce the herd. Sportsmen pro­ 
tested vigorously because in half the 
state deer arc not yet too abundant. 
Later the commission decided to em­ 
ploy sharpshooters to thin out the 
herds. 
“A stqte game department whose 
regular function is to protect and in­ 
crease the game for the sportsmen 
to hunt, now directing a ‘killing squad’, 
is an innovation which is bound to 
create a trying situation,” Mr. Gordon 
said. 
“The outcome of the experiment will 
be worth watching as few farmers 
who complain of chop damage want 
the ignominy of ordering the official 
firing squads into action.”
